testified that he counted the number of cars on 
the @xcursion train when it went by Chats 
worth on the evening of August 10. There 
were sixteen Coaches and four baggage cars. 
He could not swear positively that this was 
the number. He saw the train from his win- 
dow and soon retired. He was awakened by 
the ringing of the fire bell and went to depot 
with torches. He wentto the scene of the ac- 
cident on a hand car. The bridge was burning 
briskly anda good portion of it remained. 
Men were beating the fire out with boards, 
and by throwing dirt on the fire. It was 
quite dark and witness held a torch while the 
men were cutting the cars open. The coach 
he got into was the second one ahead of the 
sleeper on the bridge, which had been tele- 
scoped.

Jovis“ BALLOON TRIP. 

Capt. Jovis gives an interviewer to-day the 
detaiis of his proposed attempt to eross the 
Atlantic in thirty-six hours. This voyage, 
said he, will be made in a balioon 27 feet 
in diameter, which will have a capacity of 
8,477 cubic yards. The storage bag will be 
constructed with three thicknesses of ma- 
terial. As to the fitting of the car, I shall leave 
nothing to be desired. Weare going to start 
from New York and expectto cross in thirty- 
six hours. That will beat the rate of be- 
tween sixty and seventy miles per hour. 
The Meteorological Office will advise us of the 
approach of any atmospheric perturbation. 
We shall put off in this, and expect it will carry 
us to the coasts of Europe. Upon the theories 
of Jules Verne we are caiculating on profiting 
by the rise and fall of the ther- 
mometer during the storm, and also 
by the fall of the thermometer which 
takes place during night, to arrest defiltration 
of gas, and thus enable us to save our ballast. 
We intend to start with two tons and 
a half of ballast. Allowing for the use 
of a quarter of a hundred-weight per 
hour we should have a large surplus in case 
of emergencies. With our new balloon of 
8,000 meters we could stay aloft four days. 
We do not intend to make a high ascent, and 
we shall probably make the passage at a 
height of from 800 to 900 yards above the sea. 
It is impossible to say when we will start. We 
may bave to wait till the disturbances which 
may be expected to cross the Atlantic and 
pass along our coasts,

THE SIAMESE AMAZONS. 


A King’s Military Body-Guard Composed 
Entirely of Women, 


From a London Letter. 

Among the other visitors to the exhibi- 
tion this week has been the Prince of 
Siam, brother to the King. He is a little 
man, but has an olive complexion, black 
eyes, speaks English perfectly and has 
charming manners. As an example of 
one of the good results of the American 
exhibition, during his visit he made a 
most careful inspection of the goods 
in the main building and spent 
thousands of dollars on all the useful 
things he saw which were up to the pres- 
ent time unknown in Siam. He gave an 
order for 100 typewriters to one manufac- 
turer, a large order for safes to another, 
ordered four dozen carpet-sweepers, a 
steam engine, and a number of other 
ingenious things which attracted his at- 
tention, so that these exhibitors have the 
satisfaction of knowing thai they have 
opened a market for themselves 
in Siam at no eater expense than 
going to the American exhibition. The 
ashion having been set by the Prince, 
large orders forall these goods he as- 
sured them would follow; it would there- 
fore appear that the peoplein this coun- 
try, which very few of us stop to realize 
is twice as large in its area as France, and 
has a population of about 15,000,000 peo- 
ple, are all making rapid strides towards 
modern civilization. 


He gave us some curious infor- 
ation, however, about the King’s 
mamazons, the Royal Guard being 


composed entirely of women. This 
battalion consists of 400 women, chosen 
among the handsomest and most robust 

irlsin the country. They receive excel- 
ent pay, and their discipline is perfect. 
They are admitted to serve at the age of 
13, and are 4 in the army ot reserve 
at the age of 25. From that period they 
no longer serve about the King’s person 
but are employed to guard the royal 
palaces and the crown lands. 

On entering the army the amazons make 
a vow of chastity, for which there is no 
exemption unless any of them should at- 
tract the King’s attention and be admit- 
ted among his legitimate wives. The 
King’s choice seldom falls on the most 
beautiful, but on the most skilled in mil- 
itary exercise. The costume these women 
wear is very rich. Their full dress is com- 
posed of a white woolen robe. em broidered 
with gold. The cloth is extremely fine 
and descends as far as the knee; it is cov- 
ered with a light coat of mail and a gilt 
cuirass. The arms are free, and the head 
is covered with a guilt casque. When 
wearing this dress on state occasions their 
— weapon is a lance, which they handle 
with wonderful dexterity. With their 
undress they are armed witha musket. 
Bae battalion is composed of four com- 
panies, and each company of 100 women, 


sex. Should the captain die, the company 
is drilled — ty three days by the King, 
who appoints the most competent to suc- 
ceed to the command. 

The King of Siam never undertakes any 
expedition without being accompanied by 
his female guard, nor does he ever hunt. 
or even ride, without an escort of the 
same guard, who are devotedly attached 
ta his person. Every individual of the 
battalion has five negresses attached to 
her service, and, having thus no domestic 
occupation, she can devote herself ex- 
clusively to the duties of her profession. 
There is a parade ground near the city 
where one company are station 
for two days ever week to exer- 
cise themselves in the use of the lance, 
the pistol, and the rifie. The King at- 
tends once a month at these exercises, 
accompanied by his brother, who shares 
in some degree the sovereign power, and 
distributes prizes to those most deserving. 
When the death of one of the parties en- 
sues, the deceased receives a magnificent 
funeral, and the high priest pronounces a 
anegyric declaring that the deceased by 
er vulor has merited eternal rest in the 
abode of the blessed. The survivor re- 
ceives the congratulations of her compan- 
ions; but, as a measure of discipline, she 
is sentenced to pass two months away 
from her n in fasting and pray- 
ing. The military organization of this 
battalion isso perfect that the entire army

STATE TAXATION. 
The total Illinois assessment for 1887 is 
$726,138,163. That of Cook County, in- 
cluding Chicago, is $159.598,338, or about 
what the assessment of St. Louis County 
was in 1870, seventeen years ago. In all 
those years the city of St. Louis has 
had to carry near about one-third of 
the total assessment of Missouri, white 
Chicago’s assessment has been kept at 


but a traction over one-fifth of 
the total Illinois assessment, The 
city of St. Louis, exclusive of St. 


Louis County, is assessed for 1887 
at  $215,199,000, which is 85,601, 
752 in excess of the Cook County assess- 
ment. The population of Chicago bears 
about the same proportion to the total 
population of Illinois as that of St. Louis 
to the population of Missouri, and Chicago 
would have been over-assessed, as St. 
Louis has been, if she had been willing. 
But she has kicked, struggled and fought 
against it. Her representatives in the 
State Legislature and in the State Board 
of Equalization have been selected to 
guard her interests rather than to serve 
railway corporations. Her city officials 
have stood up for her rights instead 
of sacrificing them in the slate-making 
department of State and national pol- 
itics. Whenever the assessors or the 
State Board of Equalization are at work 
Chicago newspapers and municipal offi- 
cials all take a hand in the business, with 
columns of figures and tabulated statis- 
tics, contesting hotly every detail of 
equalization. Excepting an occasional 
growl from the Post-DISPATCH, not a 
murmur on the subject of unequal taxa- 
tion is ever heard from St. Louis. Her 
newspapers, her representatives in the 
Legislature and her city officials sit as si- 
lent as bumps on a log and acquiesce in a 
system which year after year extorts from 
St. Louis about twice her just proportion 
of State taxes. 
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VIRGINIA. 

With ex-Confederates leading on both 
sides, MAHONE, RIDDLEBERGER, CAMERON 
and JOHN S. Wisx leading the Republic- 
ans, and other ‘*Confederate brigadiers’’ 
leading the Democrats, all former dis- 
tinctions between the two parties in mat- 
ters of principle seem tobe utterly oblit- 
erated in Virginia. The contest between 
them has degenerated to the level of mere 
competitive bidding for the campaign 
‘*boodle’’ which protected monopolies 
can supply and for the votes that can 
be bought with pledges to release 
Virginians from the payment of their 
debts and to enrich them with the spoil 
wrenched unjustly from outside tax. 
payers.

five years utterly failed to build up 
anything; both are promising to make 
land valuable by adhering to a system of 
unequal taxation which has made that 
very land valueless, and both are trying 
to catch the negro vote and all of the 
white vote that can be bought that way, 
with offers to place public education 
under the control of the Federal Govern- 
ment and have the children of Virginia 
educated with money wrung from the 
taxpayers of other States. 

Never in the whole course of her history 
as a State has ‘‘the Mother of Presidents’’ 
made such a sordid spectacle of herself. 
As the Mother of States and of statesmen, 
Virginia long stood to the country as a 
model of high-toned statehood, as one 
that scorned a scramble between States 
for largesses out of the Federal 
Treasury or for special local benefits 
out of Federal legislation. But now 
even Virginia Democrats accept Repub- 
lican Pennsylvania as their model and 
teacher and still call themselves Demo- 
crats. All the manhood that was in 
Virginia Democracy has emigrated. It 
has come west, and with the power of the 
great Mississippi Valley will save the 
Union from the low-browed boodleism of 
Virginia’s latter-day statesmanship. 


THE PELLOW SERVANT DOCTRINE. 
Railroad employes in Indiana are ask- 
ing voters to pledge their candidates for 
the Legislature to enact a law giving 
railroad employes who are without fault 
a right of action for damages against the 
corporations for injuries received-in their 
service, notwithstanding the fact that 
such injurles were occasioned by the 
négligence or wrongful acts of co-em- 
ployes. They want the old common law 
principle changed by statute in that State, 
as it hasgbgen in England and in some 
American States, so that the employer’s 
responsibility for damages occasioned by 
the negligence or wrongful acts of his em- 
ployes shall apply to employes not guilty 
of contributory negligence, the same as 
to other persons. 
The policy of the common law was to 
make employes mutually dependent on 
each other’s care for immunity from in- 
juries and to protect their employer from 
collusion among them to get money out

up mining and manufacturing indus- 


less about the character and qualifica- 
tions of his employes. It exposes them too 
much to dangers resulting from the reck- 
lessness or unskillfulness of fellow ser- 
vants over whose employment they have no 
control. Consequently, the tendency of leg- 
islation is toa statutory modification of the 
common law injthis respect, while the tend- 
ency of modern decisions in the courts is 
to narrow down the fellow servant’’ 
definition so ao exempt from its opera- 
tion a large class of cases. 

The Supreme Courtof the United States, | 
for instance, has held by a majority of 
one in full bench thata locomotive engi- 
neer injured in a collision through the 
negligence of a conductor was entitled to 
damages, although they were both em- 
ployes of the same corporation. As they 
were employed in different branches of 
the service, a majority of the court held 
that they were not ‘‘fellow-servants”’ 
within the meaning and intent of the com- 
mon law. There has been a similar pair- 
ing away of the “fellow-servant” doctrine 
in cases where locomotive engineers 
have been killed or injured through 
negligence of bridge-walkers or bridge- 
tenders, and a recent terrible bridge acci- 
dent near Boston has led to the enactment 
of a law by the Massachusetts Legislature, 
based upon a new English statute, which 
greatly extends the responsibility of em- 
plovers to employes in cases of injury. 
New legislation in the shape of a care- 
fully guarded statute on this subject is 
still needed in Missouri and in a majority 
of our States. The effort of the courts to 
squeeze what is wrongful out of the old 
common law by a trick of definition may 
be well-meant, but it is unreliable, anda 
more certain and generally applicable 
remedy is needed.

American fishing vessels on the Atlantic coast, 
the American revenue cutters are still more 
industrious in seizing British sealers in Alaskan 
waters. At last accounts there were seven 
British vessels in the charge of our authorities 
at Sitka. It may be ofsome solace to Her 
Majesty’s subjects, with respect tothe Alaskan 
seizures, to know that American vessels en- 
gaged in the same contraband business have 
been seized also. Our Government derives 
enough revenue from renting out the monop- 
oly of seal fishing to John Sherman’s Alaska 
Commercial Company to pay the interest on 
the money Mr. Seward paid Russia for the 
acquired territory. The nation is bound by 
contract to protect the monopolists until their 
lease expires in 1890, and, as it restricts them 
from killing more than 100,000 seals a year in 
order to prevent the exterinination of the ani - 
mals, it is certainly called upon to keep other 
people from killing them. The perpetual dis- 
pute about the limit line is to be met, how- 
ever, and probably will be so long as the 
temptation to take the seals exists.

A COWARDLY DEED. 


A Railread Laborer Shoots and Robe His 
Friend.

PITTSBURG, Kan., August 13.—Walter Hamil- 
ton, a laborer employed in a grading gang of 
the Southern Kansas Railway, south of this 
city. had been living with a woman to whom 
he was not married, and a warrant was sworn 
out for his arrest.

A Visit to the Old South Church Boston 
*‘ Peculiarities. 


Alex. E Sweet in Texas Siftings. 

Ihave heard so much about the Old 
South Church that I determined to attend 
religious services at that sacred edifice, 
On arriving at the church I was v 
much surprised to discover that it was not 
used for religious purposes at all, but had 
been converted into a receptacle for old 
revolutionary relics. 

The one that interested me most was a 
skull, precumeny that of an English sol- 
dier. It was unearthed near Bunker Hill. 
It was undoubtedly the identical skull he 
wore on that memorable occasion. It is 
very much out of repair, for there is a 
large bullet-hole right above the bump of 
The bullet itself was fouhd in 
the skull when it and the rest of the skel- 
eton were unearthed about thirty years 
ago. Hewas dead at the time, and has 
been so ever since,never having regained 
consciousness, 

The skull is a large one, the brain cavity 
being apparently made to order to fit a 
60-ounce brain. 

How anybody having so much brains 
should not have had sense enough to stay 
away from Bunker Hill on the 17th of 
June, 1775, is more than I can under- 
stand. 

It would require several letters to de- 
scribe a quarter of the relics in tne Old 
South Church. Speaking of skulls, there 
is also a 1 h of Gen. Warren’s 
skull. It is very life-like. He was shot 
in the back of the head with a slug 
that must have been as large as a 5-cent 
bottle of mucilage. His picture also hangs 
on the wall. Itis that of rather a young, 
stout, jovial gentleman. He was a doc- 
tor, and if he had been content to kill 
8 in the way he knew how, he might 

e alive to-day. 

I never realized what men of heroic 
mold our revolutionary fathers were until 
I inspected Cap Glover’s revolutionary 
horse-pistol. The man who would stand 
behind that sort of pistel while it was be- 
ing fired off must have fairly ached to die. 
No wonder King George and his soldiers 
had such a tough time of it. 

Among other engravings are fac-similes 
of the death warrants of a ueen 
of Scots, and of Charles I. e latter 
document is indorsed with the signatures 
of Cromwell, Bradshaw, Ireton, Dr. Mar 
Walker, Sam Jones, Julius Cesar, et al. 
If the reader dont see all the names he 
wants, he can add them himself. 

It was not until I made this trip that I 
discovered all these people are Bostonians. 
It pays a man to travel. It enlightens his 
mind. Queen Elizabeth's signature looks 
like a window-shutter struck by lightning. 
She could give points to old Spinner. She 
ought to use a typewriter when she writes 
her autograph. 

Later—I have just learned that Queen 
Elizabeth is no longer with us, and that 
she did not live at Boston. It is just won- 
derful how much knowledge lam acquir- 
ing on this trip. I have always been under 
the impression that great people could not 
live outside of Boston. 

I noted the sigu Candy Kitchen” at 
several places, which was the first time I 
ever heard of such a thing. 

‘*Musty Ale“ is also advertised, which 
is something peculiar togBoston. 

In New York a type of female wearing 
vociferous clothes and a yellow wig makes 
herself disagreeably conspicuous.~ No 
—— wigs are seen on the streets of 

oston. 

During my stay in Boston I did not see 
one solitary dude. Dudines, accompanied 
by dogs as big as calves, are almost ut- 
a unknown in Boston. 

hile in Boston I did not hear a rude or 
profane remark, except one I got off my- 
self when the waiter tried to make me 
eat baked beans. 

All classes of society are polite to each 
other. The car-drivers do not swear at 
the vehicles that obstruct their passage, 
although the streets are twice as narrow 
as those of New York. In a word, Boston 
culture and refinementare not myths. On 
the contrary, courtesy isa factor of every- 
day life. 

y the way, I discovered that Benjamin 
Franklin managed to be born in Boston. 
The site ofthe house where he first met 
his prea is now occupied by the Boston 
Post. 

Franklin was an eccentric cuss who 
used to takea ball of twine anda kite, 
and angle for lightning. No matter how 
shy the clectricity was, Ben always man- 
aged to fetch home anice string. The 
Franklin family had electricity on toast 
three times a day. |

RIDDLEBERGER IN JAIL. 


The Virginia Senator Punished Severely for 
Contempt of Court. 


B Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

WoopsTock, Va., August 13.—Senator Rid - 
dleberger got himself into a pretty scrape 
here yesterday, and 
spent the night in the 
County Jail as a con- 
sequence of his folly. 
The Senator was in- 
terested in a case on 
trial in the County 
Court, which had 
some local political 
significance. Judge 
Newman, who tried 
the case, was no friend 
of Senator Riddle- 
berger. In fact, some 
Senator Riddleberger. of the papers herea- 


bouts have often referred tothe two as bit- 
ter personal enemies. No one was surprised, 
therefore, when the verdict in the case on 
trial was exactly the reverse of what Riddie- 
it should be. But every- 


over, very excited at the spirit in 
which the Senator took the _ verdict, 
and his peculiar manner of calling 


public attention to his anger. At Riddleber- 
ger’s suggestion, the prisoner who figured in 
the case was hauled through the streets of the 
town with a placard around his neck contain- 
ing some pretty severe and caustic reflectioas 
on the Judge. Troops of people followed the 

risoner on his travels, nearly all of them 
highiy amused at the curious turn an old per- 
sonal quarrel had taken, but many of them 
very indignant atthe aspersions put on the 
judge. Finally one of the Judges friends went 
to him and toid him what was goingon. Ten 
minutes afterwards a policeman arrested Rid- 
cdfeberger for contempt of court. There was a 
tumult in the streets around the Court-house 
and the excited people clamored at the doors 
tor admission. 

After he had given Mr. Riddleberger an op- 
portunity to make an explanation, which did 
not appear to be satigfactory, the Judge fined 
the Senator $25 and committed him to jail for 
ten days. Protests and further attempts at an 
explanation were in vain. Judge Newman 
left the bench and Senator Riddleberger was 
hurried off to a ceil. The excitement was 
tremendous, and as the news spread around 
partisanship ran rampant. Riddleberger's 
triends swore they would get him out if they 
had to burn the jail to do it. Upon hearing 
these threats Newman's friends vowed they 
would defend the jail to the death. All 
Kiddleberger’s influence availed him nothing 
in his efforts for release. As darkness settied 
down onthe townthe Senator was makinga 
fair meal off prison rations and preparing to 
make himsel!t comfortable for the night. He 
was very anxious that his friends should not 
step beyond bounds ofthe lawin manifesting 
their sympathy for him, and there seemed lit- 
tie prospect of the threats of rescue being car- 
ried out. Butitis impossible to tell. There 
are plenty of people on the streets spoiling for 
n row, and they would like toimprove this op- 
portunity for making one.

A NEW ELECTRIC MOTOR, 


Tests of the Latest Invention to Be Made in 
New York. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk. August 13.—A new electric mo- 
tor, now at Yonkers, will to-day be placed on 
the tracks of the Hudson River Railroad, and 
be drawn to High Bridge by a pilot engine. 
There it will be switched on the tracks of the 
New York City & Northern Railroad and taken 
over the Sixth Avenue Elevated road to the 
Battery. There it will be transferred to the 
‘Third Avenue Elevated road and taken to the 
Thirty -fourth Street Shuttle line, where next 
week a series of experiments will be had with 
it. Theinventorand the builders have been 
at work on this motor for nearly a year. Asa 
result, they are confident they have solved 
the problem of constructing a motor which 
will draw surface and elevated trains swiftiy 
and safely. Mr. Stephen D. Field, the invent- 
or, started out with the purpose of building an 


electric locomotive for the use of 
the New York Elevated roads. The princi- 
ple upon which this is constructed 
is that the armature of the loco- 
motive is directly connected with the 


driving wheels, There is no gearing or belting 
in its construction. The placing of it on the 
elevated roads includes the putting of two 
motors under one of the ordinary cars, re- 
placing the ordinary trucks of the car so that 
there will be no separate locomotive vehicle, 
and the motors will be controlled by the con- 
ductor of the train from either end af the car. 

The electric current from the positive pole 
of the dynamo at the central station will be 
transmitted to the motor by means of a third 
rail and a pick-up wheel placed midway be- 
tween the outside rail andl wonele. After pass- 
ing through the motor and doing its work the 
current finds an exit through the ordinary 
wheels, and is finally conveyed through the 
outside rails, to which the negative pole of 
the dynamo is connected. The dynamo used 
is the invention of Rudolf Eickemeyer of 
Yonkers.

THE MAINE STATESMAN MAKES A QUIET 
VISIT TO IRELAND. 


A Public Reception and Banquet Declined— 
Politics Eschewed—Programme of the 
Continental Tour—Mr. Blaine to Keturn 
Home Next June—An Irish Newspaper 
Man’s Interview With the Distinguished 
American. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loypon, August 13.—Mr. Blaine arrived here 
very late Thursday night from Ireland, where 
he has been spending a week. He went first 
to Belfast and took a look at the Ulster coun- 
try. From there he went on to Dublin. He 
was there two days and then went to Cork and 
Queenstown. He was accompanied by his 
wife and two daughters. He, in every in- 
stance, declined everything pertaining to the 
nature of a public reception. Lord Mayor Sul- 
livan of Dublin, formally invited him to a 
municipal banquet to be given on the evening 
of the 18th inst. The Lord Mayor stated that 
it would be non-political and thatthe guests 
would number 125. Mr. Blaine was compelied 
to decline the banquet. His note is as follows: 

Mr DEAR Sin-! beg you will accept my sin- 
cere thanks forthe bonor you will confer on 
me by tendering me a banquet on the 13th of 
August. I regret that arrangements made be- 
fore the receipt of your invitation deprive me 
of the power of accepting it. I must leave 
for the Continent to-morrow. Ishall not for- 

et the kindness I have received in Ireland. 
The deep interest which I have felt and feel in 
the prosperity and welfare of her people will, 
if possible, be increased by my visit among 
them—a visit which I would gladly prolong if 
at all practicable. 

With great respect, I remain, my dear sir, 
your obedient servant, J. G. BLAINE. 

THE CONTINENTAL TOUR. 

Mr. Blaine will remain in tes gis several 
days and leave for the Continent about the 
middle of the week. He will ge to Schwalbach 
for a short time, returning to Paris in Septem- 
ber to place his youngest daughter at school 
there. He will visit a number of German 
places this fall and possibly spend the winter 
in the Riviera. I saw Mr. Blaine yesterday 
afternoon. He is a perfect picture of health 
and vigor. He has gained five pounds in Ire- 
land. He is looking forward with great 
pleasure to his winter on the Conti- 
nent and again denied all reports 
of his cutting short his journey. He expects 
to sail for home on the 15th of next June. He 
went through Ireland as a tourist to look at 
its principal places, and was not there long 
enough to learn much concerning the politi- 
cal situation. I asked his impression of the 
people there. He said that there appeared to 
be great distress, but that he had not talked 
politics with any one. He was everywhere 
received with the utmost hospitality. 

AN IRISH NEWSPAPER INTERVIEW. 

The Free man's Journal gives to-day an ac- 
count of an interview with Mr. Blaine in 
Dublin, in which it says: ‘‘As a conversa- 
tionalist Mr. Blaine fulfills every requirement. 
The day that Wm. O’Brien left New York on 
his return from his famous Lansdowne mis- 
sion, Mr. Blaine sailed for Southampton, 
where he arrived a few hours before the 


Adriatic was met by the tender off 
Queenstown. Since his arrival he has 
met the leaders of both political 
parties. At Southampton, the first 


person whom he met wasan Irish officer of 
customs charged with the duty of informing 
him that his baggage was not to be subjected 
tothe accustomed search. His experience of 
European society does not reconcile him to 
the order of thingsamong the institutions of 
the old settled country. He misses the spring 
and nerve which distinguish the land where 
progress isthe order of the day. As is well 
known, he has declared himself in America in 
favor of the demands of the Irish people, and is 
not at all regarded with favor by the pro-Brit- 
ish party in the United States. It may well be 
imagined that the arguments which have 
been advanced in England against acceding to 
the proposal of Mr. Gladstone have struck 
him with surprise. In Scotland he has been 
spending the greater part of the time since his 
arrival with Mr. Carnegie at the latter’s 
castle. Mr. Carnegie, who has received a 
considerable amount of attention from the 
English press, is 
A MAN OF ENORMOUS WEALTH 

and is the proprietor of the largest steel works 
inthe world. This is an industry that is at 
the present moment one of the most flourish- 
ing In the United States, where there are now in 
course of construction 16,000 miles of railroad 
—as Mr. Blaine remarked—nearly equal to the 
mileage of the entire English lines. In 
Scotland he was in the land of his ancestors 
on one side, as it was from the land of ‘‘Le- 
land True’’ that his progenitor emigrated to 
Pennsylvania some time toward the close of 
the 50’s in the last century. From Donegal, 
about the same period, there left the family of 
the Gillespies, one of the members of which 
became the wife of the Scotch settler. As an 
observer gifted with experience and shrewd- 
ness gained in public life, Mr. Blaine can 
scarcely fail to carry away with him some 
strong impression of the contrast between 
living under a free constitution and under a 
regime of alienism and coercion.’’

DENOUNCED AMERICAN PATRIOTS. 


The Extraordinary Sermon of an American 
Bishop at Westminster Abbey. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 13.—Many Americans were 
present Thursday afternoon in Westminster 
Abbey under the impression thatthe services 
were to be in memory ofthe centenary of the 
American Episcopate, and not of the British 
Colonial Episcopate, as was the case. The 
mistake is to be accounted for by the fact that 
the Rt. Rev. Bishop Perry of lowa preached the 


sermon, there being no colonial bishop of the 
English Church in London at present. 
Ine bisbop, however, revealed himself in his 
discourse asa more thorough -going John Bull 
than the English themselves. He fought over 
again the war for American independence, 
terming the patriots rebels and Lord Howe’s 
admiralty the loyal forces. Healso highly 
eulogized the conduct of the Rev. Dr. Ingalls, 
subsequently first Bishop of Nova Scotia, 
who, according to the right reverend speaker, 
„continued to read the prayers for King 
George III. at the iminent peril of his life in 
New York, that city being atthetimein the 
power of the rebels. 
The reson for this extraordin discourse 
on the part ofan American prelate became 
apparent when it was subsequently reported 
that Dr. Perry had been offered and had ac- 
cepted the vacant Bishopric of Nova Scotia.

COLLIDED AT SEA.

| The Steamer Denmark Kun Into by an Un- 
known Bark. 

| By Telegranh tothe POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, August 13.—With her starboard 
bulwarks and riggings torn away and her 
bridge badly damaged, the National Line 
steamer Denmark entered port yesterday 
morning. These injuries resulted in a col- 
lision on August 7 with an unknown bark 
about one bundred and thirty miles southeast 
of Cape Race, Newfoundland. A dense fog 


hung over the sea at the time and the vessel 
was going half speed. Five bells had just 


rung out when the lookout cried: 
‘*‘Sail, ho, dead ahead and close on 
to us. The second officer and the cap- 


tain who were on the bridge at the time, 
strained their eyes in that direction, but could 
scarcely distinguish the bows of their own 
vessel, so thick was the fog. The captain 
ordered the engines stopped and put the helm 
hard starboard, in the hope of uvoiding the 
vessel. The big steamer failed to answer her 
helm in time, and half a minute later she re- 
ceived a blow on the starboard quarter that 
shook her from truck to keelson. The collid- 
ing bark struck the steamer’s bow just for- 
ward of the bridge and on the starboard side, 
and rebounding, smashed and scraped along 


the hull for some distance, tearing 
away the iron bulwark like so much 
aper, and playing havoc with the 


ridge. The bark lost its jib-boom and bow- 
sprit, but what further injury she sustained is 
unknown. When the shock was over the 
Denmark’s engines were backed at full speed 
and the stranger was left to her fate, 

The Denmark cruised cautiously about for 
about two hours, looking for some sign of the 
bark or her crew, but not a sound or piece 
of wreckage rewarded the search. The bark, 
the look-out said, was bound east, while the 
Denmark was bound south. Hadit not been 


for this circumstance the result of the 
collision to the Denmark would have 
been more serious. The captain and 


officers express the belief. that the bark 
sustained only slight bruises and continued 
on her way without answering the signals of 
the steamer. The crew, on the other hand, 
and particularly two men on the lookout, de- 
clare that the vessel went down with all hands 
on board. When the vessel struck a despairing 
cry arose from those on board of her, but after 
a minute ali was silent. There was little wind 
at the time, and even had she crowded on all 
sail, the sailors say, she could not have got 
beyond hailing distance. The Denmark left 
quarantine at noon yesterday. The company 
exerted every possible effort to keep the fact 
a secret, and Manager Hurst even threatened 
the Captain with dismissal for reporting the 
matter to the authorities. Itisonly with the 
utmost difficuity that the Post-DispatTcn cor- 
respondent succeeded in getting the particu- 
lars of the accident from the officers and 
crew. They 7 all the blame for the accident 
tothe bark. She blew no fog horn and gave 
no indication of her presence. The identit 
of tbe bark, which seemed to be laden wit 
petroleum, will remain a mystery until she 
takes her place on the list of missing vessels 
or reaches a port in a damaged condition.

FRIGHTENED BY THREATS. 


Hubert Hermann Driven by Fear to Take

The Poisonous Ingredient in Pittsburg Con- 
fectionery Doing Deadly Work. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., August 13.—Yellow chrom, 
or some other equally deadly compound, 
seems to have become an active ingredient of 
Pittsburg confectionery, as no less than 
twenty-three persons living in the Seven- 
teenth Ward are lying more or less ill from 
the effects of poison. A little daughter of Chas. 
Baker, contractor, who lives on Forty-sixth 


street, bought acustard cake at the grocery 
store of L. J. Logue, corner Center and Forty- 
fifth streets, yesterday. This cake was par- 
taken of at the morning meal by the entire 
Baker family and one ortwo boarders. By 
noon all who had eaten of the confection were 
suffering violent pains, coupled with nausea. 
Emetics, under medical aid, were promptly 


administered, and, although for a while 
it was doubtful if any would recover, 
at a late hour last night the patients 
were supposed to be out of danger. 


Besides Mr. and Mrs. Baker and their three 
children, Lizzie McCarthy, servant, William 
and Robert Rice and John Craig, boarders, 
were the other victims. Mrs. Logan and Min- 
nie Caudoliar, nurse girl, who had eaten some 
of the grocer’s cake the previous night, were 
also very sick with indications of poison. 
Mr. J. J. Shafer, a grocer who lives on 
Forty-fifth street, and family, also bought and 
ate a quantity of the cake and is more or less 
ill. Besides the Shaferstwo sisters of Mrs.

DETROIT, Mich., August 13.—The gang of 
roughs and pickpockets who terrorized the 
passengers on the steamer Alaska, on their 
way home from Put-in-Bay, last Wednesday 
night, will not escape so easily as they mightif 
the same crime had been committed on shore. 


Acting under the advice of Mr. Wilkins, As. 
sistant United States District Attorney, James 
Downs, ex-turnkey, who was brutally pounded 
on the boat, went to the Central Station yes- 
terday and identified six of the eleven prison. 
ers as the particular gang who assauited him, 
The Downs case applies only for assault with 
intent to rob, but the detectives hope to make 
robbery cases against some of the prisoners, 

„The meaning of section 5372, United States 
Statutes,’’ said Mr. Wiikinson, ‘‘has been 
construed by the United States Supreme Court 
and settled beyond question, so far asthe pen- 
ality is concerned. Whiie robbery on shore 
may not be punishable with death, it is a cap- 
ital offense on the high seas. The section, 
however, makes provision, besides murder and 
robbery, which are capital, for any other of- 
fense which, if committed within the body ofa 
county, would be punishable with death. 
Two questions stand between these men and 
capital punishment. One is whether they can 
be convicted of robbery. The other is whether 
the term ‘‘high seas’’ will apply to these in- 
land waters, which do not directly commun 
cate withthe ocean. I think it does and we 


shall proceed under that interpretation of the 


law.’

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DISSIPATED BALL PLAYERS. 


The Real Cause of the Bad Work of 
Many Clubs, 


„We've had very hard luck lately, and 
‘the umpire was dead against us, are prom- 
inent expressions given out for defeats by 
badly-managed teams,’’ says Henry Chad- 
wick. Ot course, there are times when the 


uncertainties of the game will favor one side 


morethan another, and thenthe element of 
‘luck,’ good or bad, will step in to the ad- 


vantage or disadvantage of a team in a con- 


test. But for ‘hard luck,’ in the general 
acceptance of the term, read bad play 
or bad management. There are times, 
too, when a faulty decision by an um- 
pire may turn the scale in favor of a nine in a 
very close contest; but where there is one 
game won or lost by an erroneous decision of 
an umpire there are twenty in which weak 
pitching or bad fleld support of the battery is 
the main cause of defeat. But some managers 
never admit this, and their stock excuse for 
losses is ‘hard luck or ‘the umpire did it.’ 
When the season is over, and clubs in the 
League and American Association take a care- 
ful account of the work done by their respect- 
ive teams, and examine well into the real 
causes of the majority of the defeats their 
teams have sustained, they will be astonished 
to find how many lost games are due to the 
bad habits of a major — their pavers in 
indulging in liquor or 

late hours at the card or gambling tables 
at night. If this season's experience teaches 
anything—not to mention that of past seasons 
—it is the utter folly of expecting good play 
and thorough team work out of a party of 
players the majority of whom take no care of 
themselves in keeping their bodies in a healthy 
condition forthe exacting work of the dia- 
mond field. Tosuppose thata man can play 
ball B who guzzles beer daily, or in- 
dulges in spir 

nightly gambling or does worse by still more 
enervating habits at brothels, is simply non- 
sense. cause some players who drink 
‘moderately,’ as it is called, because they 
are not seen drunk out-of-doors, hap-

An Interesting Letter From Pat Davin—Ath- 


letic News and Gossip. 


Pat Davin of Carrick-on-Suir, Ireland, is one 
of the greatest jompers and all-around athletes 
that ever appeared in England and Ireland.

Point, New York: ‘‘I have been very much

That a team will be sent 
over to represent Ireland in American sports I 
am quite certain, but it cannot be sent this 
year. Iam very sorry such is the case, as the 
chances are against my going over at all if not 
with the team. I hardly know what may trans-

ly sail by that time, if o even on my own 
account, though it would very expensive. 
I have seen an account of your American 
champion high jumper, William Byrd Page, in 
England. e is wonderful considering his 
size, but then he does not jump. He scram- 
bles, as it were, over the board like most ot 
the English athletes. Clearing six feet is 
merely child’s play,so far as good performance 
is concerned, and t was always capable of do- 
ing that height when in any kind of condition. 
I always run quite straight at my jump, take 
off about seven feet from the bar and go al- 
most face foremost over it, covering some- 
times eighteen feet horizontally when doing 
six feet in height. I have never met any one 
who could extend me at high jumping, other- 
wise there might have been a couple more 
inches added to the record, as it was known at 
times I could jump and actually clear between 
six feet four inches and six feet five inches. 
I have done it on more than one occasion.’’ 


Two Champion Jumpers. 
The most important jumping-match that has 


years past, as it brought together two cham- 
pions at their respective styles, came off at 


Moorfield Grounds, Farlsworth, some few 
weeks ago. The contestants were Tom Bur- 
rows, the Lancashire champion, and 5 
Darby of Worcestershire, the champion 
standing forward-spring jumper. The condi- 
tions were for Burrows fo junip at six run-hops- 
and-a-jump, and to concede three yards start to 
Darby, the latter to have seven standing for- 
ward jumps. The match was for $250 a side. 
Darby won the contest, covering a distance—a 
phenomenal performance—of 105 feet (inches, 
and beating Burrows by 3 feet 4% inches. Bur- 
rows has a record of 49 feet 6 inches for a hop- 
step-and jump, and is the same man who de- 
feated Con J. Sullivan, three years ago, at 
Worcester, Mass., for $250 a side. Burrows 
then covered 48 feet 8 inches in a hop-step- 
and-jump.

Sir John Lubbock, Bart., M. P., F. R. S., 
etc., etc., has published a volume of lectures 
delivered at various workingmen’s institutes 
and school festivals that must have consider- 
ably astonished the simple minds of his hear- 
ers, unless British workingmen and national 
school children are a great deal more ‘‘high- 
learnt’’ than they receive credit for being. 
What, for instance, is the average British 
workman to make of such a passage as this? 

What can be sadder than the lines with 
which Omar Khayyam opens his quatrains. 
I quote from Whinfield’s translations, * * * 
or the Devas song to . — Siddartha in Ed - 
win Arnold’s beautiful Version: * * * ‘*No won- 
der that under euch circumstances nirvana— 
the cessation of sorrow—should be welcom 
even at the sacrifice of consciousness.’’ 

From this Sir John skips merrily to a pas- 

sage from Goethe in the original; backs down 
to Marcus Aurelius and Epictetus; entertains 
his audience with a long quotation from Jean 
Jacques Rousseau in his native tongue; de- 
scends to the level of his bearers in a passage 
from ‘‘Alice in Wonderland,’’ and rises again 
to the azure heights with passages from Caste- 
lar, Hearne, Izaak Walton, Epicurus, Jeremy 
Taylor, Lutherand La Brnyere. All this, too, 
in a lecture fifteen pages long, to the British 
workingman, whose knowledge of the non- 
Christian moralists may be summed up in the 
word nil. 
On the rare occasion when Sir John can tear 
himself away from his beloved classics and re- 
member that he is a man talking to men, he 
treats us to some very interesting reflections. 
The first lecture is on the subject of ‘‘The 
Duty of Happiness.’’ Most people can bear 
that burden with Christian resignation, but as 
Sir John very truly remarks, some people 
seem to consider it a sin to be happy. 

I cannot, however, but think that the world 
would be better and brighter jf our teachers 
would dwell on the duty of happiness as well 
as on the happiness of duty; for we ought to 
be as cheerful as we can, if only because to be 
happy ourselves is a most effectual contribu- 
tion to the happiness of others. „ 
There is no doubt some selfish satisfaction in 
yielding to melancholy, in brooding over 
grievances, especially if more or less imagin- 
ary;in fancying that we are victims of fate. 
To be bright and cheerful often requires an 
effort; there is a certain art in keeping our- 
selves happy;in this respect, as in others, we 
require to watch over and manage ourselves 
almost as if we were some one else. 

Later on in the same essay the author gives 
us another jewel of thought. 


If we separate ourselves so much 
from the interests of those around 
us that we do not sympathize 


with them in their sufferings, we shut our- 
selves out from sharing their joys and lose far 
more than we gain. If we exclude sympathy 
and wrap ourselves round in a cold chain- 
armor of selfishness, we exclude ourselves 
from many of the greatest and purest joys of 
life. To render ourselves insensibie to pain 
we must forfeit also the possibility of happi- 
ness. 

Among the articles in the book is the well- 
known lecture on The Choice of Books, 
which provoked so much discussion in the 
Pall Mall Gazette and all over the reading 
world. Among the other articles in the neat 
little volumé are ‘‘The Blessing of Friends,’’ 
‘‘The Pleasures of Home, and papers on 
science and education. By way of preface to 
The Duty of Happiness, a pretty poem of 
French's is appended—so pretty that we quote 
it here by way of conclusion: 


Some murmur when their sky is clear 
And wholly bright to view, 

If one small speck of dark appear 
In their great heaven of blue; 

And some with thankful love are filled 
If but one streak of light, 

One ray of God's good mercy gild 
The kness of the night. 


In palaces are hearts that ask, 
In discontent and pride, 
Why life Is such a dreary task 
And all good things denied, 
And hearts in poorest huts admire

COURT LIFE IN EGYPT. By ATLrarp J. Burr xn. 
New York: Sertbner & Welford, 1887. 1 vol., 
cloth, 8vo. From the Mercantile Library Associa- 
Egypt is one of the countries that is not 

written up by every tourist who has a $50 bill 

to spend in traveling. Hence,a work on 

Egypt is likely to be interesting. The present 

volume is written by Alfred J. Butler, author 

of ‘‘The Ancient Coptic Churches of Egypt’’ 
and tutortothe sons of the Khedive. There 
is much that is interesting in the volume, 
which contains many accounts of Egyptian 
life and the habits of both sexes which will be 
new to the reader. Mr. Butler received his 

appointment by telegraph in January, 1880, 

and though a friend, long familiar with the 

East, pledged his knowledge of Orientals that 

the order meant no hurry for a month or two. 

Our author considered ‘‘discretion the better 

part of valor,’’ and hastened off by the next 

steamer to Egypt. As yet he had not learnt 
the Egyptian proverb, ‘‘Haste ig of the 

Devil.’’ 

Once in Egypt Mr. Butler found that he 
would have done well to follow hig friend’s 
advice, for, though he was promptly intro- 
duced to his pupils, two charming, sturdy lit- 
tle fellows of Sand 6 years of age, no lessons 
of any kind were commenced for four months, 
and then the time for study was strictly lim- 
ited by the Khedive to fifteen minutes a day. 
In the interval before these exhausting studies 
commenced our author had the opportunity of 
traveling all through Upper and Lower Egypt 
with the Khedive and his family, a manner of 
earning his handsome salary to which our 
author did not raise any insuperable objec- 
tions. 

The first point that attracted the traveler’s 
attention after his arrival was the hideous 
uniform he was compelled to wear in com- 
pany with other officials of the Khedive’s 
household. When the pashbas decided to 
abandon their flowing robes, they sought Eu- 
rope through for a model of respectability in 
costume and fixed upon the dress of the 
British parson—a sort of frock coat with stiff 
collar, surmounted by a tarbush or fez which 
is simply the turban stripped of its outer 
bandage, i. e., of all that made it beautiful to 
the eye and effectual as a protection from the 
sun. This tarbush may never be removed. To 
uncover in the presence of the sovereign 
would be gross impertinence. Artistically this 
severe costume makes asad show beside the 
bright and graceful raiment of the East. Physi- 
cally it is the most uncomfortable garment 
possible in a hot climate. 

At Girgah, Mr. Butler was treated to an ex 
hibition of dancing girls. These girls are olad 
in long print calico: dreesss reaching down 
to the ground, and are girt high under the 
arms with girdies. Plates of gold, strings of 
coins and little bells are sewn on to the dresses 
the girls wear; also necklets and bracelets of 
fine silver. Some of the antique necklete are 
very beautiful, but generaily the owners re- 
fuse to sell them.

This proceeding it was easy to 
forefend by nursing one foot and keeping the 
toe well pointed outward. Two of the girls 
were set at Turabi Bey in this manner, und 
his perplexity between a wish to accept the 
situation and a desire to feign virtuous resent- 
ment was intensely comic. 

On board ship our traveler met with an 
amusing experience illustrating the perse- 
verance in prayer exhibited by Musselmen, 
who always pray towards the east. They had 
on board a certain pious Musselman, who un- 
like some Christians, never forgot his prayers. 
At sunset his servant brought his prayer-car- 
pet up tospread upon the deck, but just as 
the Pasha was making ready for his first 
posture it occurred to him that his servant 
had not got the right Orientation for the car- 
pet. The river here winds somewhat, so that 
it really is difficult to find the true east. Poor 
Mustapha was turning about in helpless be- 
wilderment, fixing the direction every minute 
only to alter it. Mr. Butler saw his perplexity, 
and happening to have a small compass, went 
up to him and gave him his bearing, for which 
he was grateful, and his fellow traveler left 
him bowing his devotions in peace. 

The home life of the Khedive is very simple. 
He lives with his wife and family at the palace 
of Ismailia, near the Nile Bridge. 

The Khedive is a strict monogamist, loyal in 
his married life as ony European, and detests 
slavery as much as po N All his attend- 
ants are paid servants. e rises at 4 or5 
o’clock every morning, eats no breakfast, but 
takes two hours’ exercise walking or driving, 
and between 7 and 8 o’clock drives in state to 
Abdin Palace, which is about half a mile dis- 
tant from Ismailia. Abdinis the usual place 
of reception and ceremonial. Here the 
Khedive spends the day transacting various 
business—seeing ministers, reading letters and 
telegrams and —— with his courtiers. At 
5 o’ clock in the evening he drives out in, 
accompanied by his guards, and dines about 
sunset at Ismailia. 

If any one is seen dressed in deep mourning 
here, it does not always follow that he has lost 
a relation. He may have received a reproof 
from the Khedive, on which occasion it is eti- 
quette for a pasha to mourn until restored to 
the royal favor. 

One feature of this Eastern life which gives 
it a touch of the Arabian Nights is the court 
story-teller. It was in the long nights of 
Ramadhan that be plied his profession. Often, 
when I ebeyed a midnight summons to wait on 
the Khedive, I found Osman, the story-teller, 
with him reciting or-reading stories. Gener- 
erally he had a list of short titles on a paper, 
and read them out, the Khedive asking for any 
tale he fancied. This amusement, however, 
never lasted long, and Osman soon retired. 

Life inthe Khedive’s train was not all sun- 
shine and roses. Our author was frequently 
called up at midnight for an audience and 


roused at daybreak to start on some journey— 


breakfastiess, unless he could snatch a crust 
of bread and a cup of muddy water. Mr. But- 
ler, however, seems to have met all these re- 
verses with the good humor incident to his 
character. 5 
One of the saddest features of Egyptian lif 
is the slavery which still exists. The Khedive 
is a staunch supporter of the non-slavery 
movement. Every servant in his house is free 
and paid. Nor will he permit any servant of 
his suite to purchase a slave on pain of dis- 
missal. The princess has about sixty maids of 
honor, tire-women and the like, but with 
these the Khedive has nothing to do. He 
never even looks at them if he can avoid it. 
Still slavery exists in Egypt and horrible 
cruelties are practiced on their victims by the 
dealers. The deep-scarred lines that one sees 
on the faces of many blacks are often cut by 
the dealers with a knife to imitate the tattoo 
marks customary among some of the Sodan 
tribes. They area kind of forged hall-mark. 
A slave girl in a harem now in Cairo tells how, 
on her passage down the Nile, the boat being 
surprised at night by a search party, the 
slaves were hurriedly thrown overboard with 
ropes under their arms, and under fearful 


threats were bidden to keep quiet in the water. 


There is much interesting matter about 
court customs, marriage and social ceremo- 
nies which the space at our command will not 
permit us to notice. Our author speaks 
throughout with the highest respect of the 
Khedive and his regret at leaving the country, 
and his little charge is pathetic. With his con- 
cluding paragraph we will conclude this no- 


tice: 

No one who has lived even a year in Cairo 
and has been penetrated with the spirit of 
Eastern life in that golden city will ever for- 
get the evening on which he breaks with the 
ife forever, to face again the dreariness of 
Europe. Yetit was something to have lived 
it; something to have laid upa great store of 
uncommonplace memories; something to have 
seen realized an almost impossible dream of 
reform. So amid all mournful thoughts of 
departure there was not wanting the strain of 
anunc dimittis.

FEREEDERICK THE GREAT.
